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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1,3-23 are still pending in the application while claim 2 has been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 08/1 1/2009 with respect to claims 1 ,3- 
23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 1 , 3-23 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-23 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , the prior art does not disclose or suggest the combination 
of, inter alia, the limitation of," a battery side terminal disposed on the front surface of 
the case and connected to the battery through the charging unit, the battery side 
terminal configured to connect to a housing chamber side terminal of the electronic 
device to provide electric power to the charging unit from the electronic device as said 
charging unit charges and to provide electric power from the charging unit to the 
electronic device through the battery side terminal as the charging unit discharges, 
wherein a first engaging recessed part is formed on the front surface of the case of the 
battery device and a second engaging recessed part is formed on the front surface of 
the case of the battery device, the first and second engaging recessed parts being 
separated in the width direction by a gap", in combination with the remaining limitations 
of claims 1 and 11. 
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2. Claims 3-1 0, and 22-23 depend directly or indirectly from claim 1 , and thus are 
also allowable for the same reason. 

3. Claims 1 2-21 are also allowable in virtue of their direct or indirect dependencies 
from claim 1 1 .
